Under the law established by the 
fathers of this great American re­ 
p ublic 371JY grains of p ure silver 
were p ut in a dollar, and 23 i 5 
grains of p ure gold were p ut in a 
dollar, sixteen gold dollars to weigh 
as much as one silver dollar. 
That 
is what 16 to I means. 
In other words, any one bringing 
371K grains of silver to the mint 
had it coined into a dollar, and 
any one bringing 23 22 grains of 
gold to the mint had it coined into 
a dollar. 
As long as this was the 
law no man was willing nor did sell 
that much silver or gold for less 
than a dollar.
